A BOOM IN EXPORTS. 

United States Buying Less From Abroad 
and Sending Out More Grain, Cotton 
and Manufactures. 

Ni!w YoiiK, Nov. 26.— R. G. Dun & 
Co.'s weekly review of fcraile to-iiiorrow 
will say: " The heavy exports of wheat 
with the renewed advance in prices, is 
tbe moat interesting and important fea- 
ture of the week's' events. Since August 
1, when the extent of the foreign deiici'- 
ency became realizedf exports have been 
larger than in the corresponding weeks 
for any previous year. The cottou ex- 
ports alao have becoruo very heavy aiul 
the outgo of corn falla but little below 
last year's unprecodoutod record, while 
iq exports of manufacturing products, 
especially machinery, all records 
for the Boaaoti have been sar- 
pasjed. While the ag;^reg,Ue for Novem- 
ber laat year waa over .^109,000,000 
shipments from New York for three 
weeks have been but slightly suialler, 
with a fair prospect that the Known iu- 
creaae in cotton and other products from 
other ports may make up the deliuioncy. 
Meanwhile imports are running behind 
last year's at New York nearly if 200,000,- 
000 this month, so that another exueas of 
exports over imports amounting to about 
$60,000,060 is prabable. This would 
make an excess of about $225,000,000 in 
four months. Another shipment of 
.tl, 8.57, 000 gold from AuBtnilia is an- 
nounced, making 1 10, 003, .'330 in four 
montliB, and tho reaervo exchange bills 
hold by New York biinkg havo iiicreased 
to !f8,500,000, while it ia believed large 
amount;; ure also held in tho same way at 
other chief points. Foreign operations 
in securities have made no appreciable 
dill'erence, but with Ruasia, Uermuny 
and France able to draw gold from Lon- 
don, while tho ratoa of interest here are 
low because of net receipts of $;i,OQO,000 
from the interior, and commercial loauf 
restricted by unusually satisfactory pay- 
ments, including large amounts duo on 
tea, tbe poatponeuaent of gold imports 
from England is not a matter of surprise 
or regret.

Industry of Lancashire. 

London, Nov. 26. — A count oC ballots 
cast in the cotton epinning diBtricta ol 
Ijancaahire upon tbe question of the ac- 
ceptance of the reduction o£ wages pro- 
posed by the omployera, showB an over- 
whelminf; majority against the proposal 
of the manufacturers to submit the wago 
question to arbitration, and a general 
strike of employees in the cotton indua- 
triea now aeema inevitable. 

The employera a month ago Btatcd 
that the emergency demanded a reduc- 
tion of five per cent, in wages, as without 
reduction of expenses busineaa could 
not be continued with profit. If the 
cotton mastora remained lirm there will 
likely be a general etrike, involving 
200,000 operatives, which will paralyse 
one of the greatest industries of the 
Empire. 

ECONOMIES IN NEVVFOUNDIAND. 

Civil Servants Removed and Loans to Be 
Rearranged to Lessen Current 
Expense. 

St. John's, Nad., Nov. 26.— The gov- 
ernment of Sir James Winter has ap- 
pointed a civil service commission to 
inquire into and reorganize the 
various public departments. Dismissals 
are being made of iinnecesBary oflicials 
and the cabinet is confident of beinp; 
able in this way to reduce the colonial 
expenditures by ^100, 000 a year. Sir 
James Winter intends also to beRin no- 
notiatious for Imperial aaaistance to con- 
vert the public debt at a lower rate of 
interest, which would probably reduce 
the annual charge by !f 150,000. 



THE VELICAN MISSING. 

Steamer from Tacoma for Yokohama Over- 
due Twenty-Five Days. 

Yokohama, Nov. 2-1. — The British 
steamer Pelican, Captain Gove, which 
sailed from Tacoma on October 12 for 
this place, is twenty-five days overdue. 

The Pelican took from Tacoma 1,440,- 
000 feet of lumber and railroad ties for 
the North China railroad, valued at 
$9,800. She was bound for Taku, near 
IMentsin. She was built at Glasgow 
1882 and her gross registered tonnage is 
2.338 tons. 



A TOLL EGAD TO LAKE BENNETT. 

Tenders Invited by the Lands and Works 
Department in Connection Witb an 
Important Proposal. 

During the next ten daya the govern 
ment of British Columbia, as represented 
bv the cliief commissioner of lands and 
works, will receive sealed propoaala from 
any persons wlio may be deBiroua of con- 
structing and maintaining a winter toll 
road or trail between the point where 
the Skagway trail crosses the interna 
tional boundary line, and lake Bennett 
— or such other point on the chain of 
lakes connected with the Lewis river as 
may be found moat convenient. 

All proposals mast contain a descrip' 
tion and particulars, or specifications, of 
tbe trail proposed to be constructed, and 
state the rate of tolls proposed to be col- 
lected from the users oi the projected 
road, toeether with the amount of bonus 
to be paid the government for tbe fran- 
chise. The term of a charter, if any is 
granted, will extend only from Decern 
ber 1 to May 1 next, while a certified 
check for !fl,000 must accompany each 
proposal as a guarantee of the com 
potency of the tenderers to carry out the 
proposed undertaking.

NEWS OF NANAIMO. 

Miscreant Destroys Dlunicipal Records— Ac' 
cident in a Coal Sliaft. 

Nanaimo, Nov. 26. — (Special)— Quite 
an excitement was caused in this city to- 
day when it was discovered by Mr. E. B. 
Irving, collector for the corporation of 
Nanaimo, that some person or persons 
had broken into the collector's 
office some time during Wednes- 
day or last night and deliberate- 
ly torn to pieces several oflicial records 
"The book had been posted and audited to 
the time of closing and the last receipt 
had been audited, Tlie books mutilated 
are the asseesment roll for 189(1-07, the 
fire hall and hydrant special rate book 
the Commercial street filling in special 
rate book, and two general rate collec- 
tion roll books. So far as known no 
other damage was done. 

The books destroyed had their pages 
completely torn out. Many fragments 
were thrown under the collector's desk, 
and it is not known whether or not any 
of the pieces were taken away from the 
office. The entrance was gained by pry- 
ing open the window of the office. No 
clue has been found as to the perpetrator 
of this crime, and no motive can be 
reasonably put forward for it. A special 
meeting of the council will be held this 
evening to take action. 

This morning, when a cage full of men 
was being lowered down the No. 1 shaft, 
owing to the slipping of a brake the cage 
struck the bottom with considerable 
force. Jacob Hopple, one of the down 
ward passengers, fell and had his knee 
dislocated. City Auditor Boyce was on 
the cage and narrowly escaped being 
killed.

THE SHELTER BONUS. 

Ratepayers and Promoters Alike Becoming 
Shy of the Proposition. 

V.\NcouvEu, Nov. 26. — (Special)— The 
Vancouver city council's delay in sub- 
mitting a smelter bonuij law is 
seriously endangering the prospect of its 
passing; and of tbe early tablisbment 
in consequence, of a sme ter and re- 
finery on Burrard inlet. La. "il opinion, 
once strongly in favor of the proposal, is 
growing apathetic and many now state 
that tliey will vote against the by-law, 
in the belief tliat Vancouver presents so 
many opportunities for smelting and 
refining, as to render the otl'er 
of a smelter bonus of ifCu.OOO, unneces- 
sary to attract such an institution, 
.Many too, think the proposal of the 
great metal firm of the Vivians of Swan- 
sea, South Wales, to establish sampling 
works in V^ancouver, means that that 
lirm may in due course establish a coast 
copper and gold smelter and refinery, 
and for this reason those who so think 
are growing very cold in regard to the 
sraelter bonus proposalj which somehow 
also seems to hang fire in London, Eng., 
the ploce of its promotion. 



To THE Eiutoh:— As you liavo invited re- 
plies to the query of a correspondent 
respecting the easterly limits of the pre- 
cious metals belt of the Yukon, I may ven- 
ture a word or two on the subject. It is 
said, of course, that gold is wherever you 
find it; but that is a proverb true, so far as 
it is intended to express a truth, only within 
certain limits. The gold-bearing forma- 
tions of the Yukon territory do not e.xtend 
east of the line of the Kooky Mountains, 
which, therefore, excludes the main body 
of the Mackenzie river and all the North- 
west Territory between that and Hudson's 
bay. The formations east and west of the 
Rockies are entirely dillerent, the latter 
lviiif,Mvitlun the disturbed area, which from 
liorth 10 south of I he coiitiiient has provutl 
to be liiglily "liniTalizeil. Dr. Dawson a.s- 
sures me llial j)roH])eotiii{,' I'ast of the 
Kockies, e.xcepl m so lar as gold is carried 
ill streams from the gold sources, is not 
likely to meet with success. The mineral 
ureu'ia, therefore, well delined. 

The query propounded by your corrt;- 
spondeiit is an important one, as i>rospect- 
ors without a knowledge of the extent of 
the gold-bearing formations might be in- 
duced to extend their investigations in- 
definitely unci fruitlessly beyoiul; but also 
(in account of other cimsidenuioiis. The 
region nortliwestwiird of the Yukon in the 
Mackenzie basin is not an unimportant 
one, and from the limited information we 
already i)Osseas regarding it, appears to 
have considerable agricultural capabilities, 
which mining development in the ooiiti^'u- 
ous territorj' will tend to utilize. Speaking 
generally 01 the northern country, while 
wo do not place much value on its re- 
sources, outside of minerals, it Is 
not wise to come to arliitrary con- 
clusions a.s to the possibilities in 
an industrial way. I'opuUitioii iiuluced 
by inining ventures is not unlikely to open 
up new avenues of wealth. 'J'al;e, for in- 
stance, the ture-beariiig pinis, which are 
wiilely distributed. They are capable of 
beiuf; converted into a prolitable industry, 
as in Kiiiland and other countries, wliere 
many people are employed in the produc- 
tion ot tar tbeiefroni. Cpon writing to Dr. 
Dawson on the subject I found that he 
takes a favorable view of the sugfjestion 
and thinks the industry is one in which the 
Indians might be well employed. Dr. 
Bet'kman, of Astoria, Oreiron, who was 
in Victoria a few weeks ago, and 
made in(|uiries while liere about the tar 
pines of iJritish Columbia and Northern 
Canada, has gone to his former home in 
Finland with a view to interesting experi- 
enced Finlandersin the matter. It is his 
purpose, if possible, to establish an experi- 
mentnl colony of Ids countrymen some- 
where in the northern interior; and it is 
not improl)able that his elforts will result in 
something being done along that line. The 
fiiuliug of gold is after all the least impor- 
tant of the rewards of the search for it ; and 
the experienee in nearly every country ex- 
plored lor f^old has been that the perma- 
nent develoijiiieiit incidentally arising out 
of the rush of nopulation lias far outwl'ighcd 
the value of tue mineral lifted. The North 
country is not an inviting one for coloniza- 
tion and settlement, as it appears to us 
now, hut peopled by a class of immigrants 
to whom the rijj;or3 of its climate are not 
unfamiliar or forbidding, it is diflicull to, 
say what may be tbe future of a vast ter- 
ritory both within and Ijeyond the precious 
metals area. I!. K. Gos.nei.i,.

COMING TO VICTOIUA. 

Tlie Western Union PrepnrinK lo Extend 
Tlifir Telegrapli Lines to Tiiib City. 

Some time ayo it waa annoiiucecl that 
tlie Weetoni Union Telegrapti i 'o. in- 
tended to i;ive \'ictoria a coni.'-ctioii 
with their BVHterii , and thia aniioiuicu- 
meiit liaa been borne out by tlie arrival 
liero of Mr. l'>ank Jaynea, general hu- 
perintendeut at Siin Francisco of the 
company. Ho ciinio in yesterday, ac- 
companied by Mr. D. U. Davies, chief of 
construction; Mr. E. II. Brown, ilieoflice 
manager at Seattle ; and Mr. Edward 
Schwab, Mr. Jaynes' secretary. 

Mr. Jaynea, when asked about 
his viait here yesterday, made 
secret of the fact that he has come 
connection with the proposed extension 
oi Ilia company's system to Victoria and 
Vancouver, .iiist ua soon lis the Western 
Union were given formal pormission by 
tlie Dominion lo lay a cable from the 
United States aide to Victoria they were 
prepared to go aliead and build tlio line 
It waa true that this iiermisaion had 
once been promised by tlie former 
Dominion government, but it v.'us nec 
ceasary to make a definite arrangement 
now ami coneeciuently it remained for 
the people of Victoria to -aay whether 
they wore willing to have the Western 
Union come here. 

That was the reason of his present 
visit, Mr. Jaynea said, and he had 
brought Mr. Davies with him in order to 
look over the grounds. - 

Aaked as to whether the Weatern 
Union hail tlieir eye on the Yukon 
country with a view to running a line 
there, and also to Alaska, Mr. Jaynea 
remarked tliat the company bad had a 
party prospecting the ground in so far as 
the Yukon was concerned, but he 
thought that to balld a line there at the 



present atage of things, while there was 
not a settled population to guarantee a 
steady business, was really a govern- 
ment undertaking and not one for pri- 
vate enterprise. Of course the Western 
Union had the hope of ultimately ox- 
tending a line to Alaska, Imt that waa a 
luestion tliat would not be decided upon 
for euveral yeara yet. 

As to the route by which the cable 
would croes to Victoria, r\tr. Jaynea re- 
marked that it moat probably would be 
by wa3' of Port Angelea. That, how- 
ever, had yet to be settled. It miirlit be 
that from Victoria the line would go to 
Vancouver by way of Nanaimo, but be 
did not know for certain. 

Yesterday Mr. Jaynes liad a private 
talk over the situation with tlie council 
of the board of trade. He and his party 
leave for the Souucl this evening.

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FREE NA VIGATION. 

By treaty, first with Hiisgia in 1825 
and Inter with the United Statca, British 
Bubjeuts have tiio right to tho free navi- 
Ijatiou of tho Yukon and the Sticlceen. 
There appears to ba some iiii9api>rehen- 
Bion as to what this meane. Ta Bay that 
it meaae what the words imply ia not 
defioite enough. A very groat deal of 
needed light ia cast upon tbo qnestion 
by tho operation of tho latter treaty in 
regard to tlie rivor St. Jolin, Xew Uruns- 
wick, in wliiuh United IStatea uiti-'.una 
have riL;ht3 identical with those that 
British aubjects enjoy in the Yukon and 
Stickeen. This ia proved by the fact« 
that the paragraph in the treaty of 
Washington covers all the rivers, the 
same language therefore applying to 
each. 

The St. Jolin rifea in thi3 Slate of 
Maine and llowd entirely within that 
state for about 150 miles. Then it forms 
the international boundary for 75 miles, 
and after that its course for over 200 
miles is through New Brunswick to the 
eea. A'ory extensive lumbering opera- 
tions are carried on upon the head 
waters in Maine, The whole 75 miles 
where tho river forma the boundary are 
thickly settled on both aides. About 
148 miles from the sea and 12 miles from 
the river is the thriving town of Houl 
ton, Maine; 20 miles fnrther up the 
river and about nine miles from it is tho 
town of Bridgewater, Maine; and 35 
miles further up tho river and about 
seven miles from it ie the town of Fort 
Fairfield, Maine. Until railways were 
built, all the traffic of the portion of the 
State of Maine referred to was, daring 
the summer season, carried on by way 
of the St. John, and then, as noiv, many 
millions of feet of lumber were driven 
down the river from the Maine 
forests. Thus it will bo seen that 
the opportunities of interpreting the 
meaning of " free navigation " were 
many, and were such that United States 
citizens were the beneficiaries of the 
terpretation. It seems reasonable, there- 
fore, to claim that wliere the treaty must 
hj interpreted beneticially to British 
aubjects, at least aa favorable a construe 
tion will be put upon it. Precedents 
count for much in matters of this kind 
They make the law, in point of fact. To 
the qnestion : What is the meaning of 
tlie words " free navigation " in the 
treaty? the moat appropriate answer is 
f.)und by ascertaining how it was under- 
aloud and acted upon for years. 

It may be auflicient to say that not a 
single obstacle was placed in the way of 
the passage of United States goods up 
the St, John to the Maine towns. Frod- 
ericton ia the head of navigation for 
coasting schooners, and these came reg- 
ularly from cities on the United States 
seaboard with (;ooda destined for the 
state of Maine towns, which were tran 
shipped at Frederictou at some stages of 
tlie water to steamers owned by United 
States citizens, and at others to towboats 
also owned by such citizens. When the 
freifrl't arrived at Woodstock, Fiorenco- 
villo or Andover, which were the jioints 
on the rivor corresponding to liouiton, 
Bridgewater and Fort Fairliold in tho 
interior, it was there loaded ou wagons 
and without the least delay was sent for- 
ward to its destination. Of course the 
transfer was under the supervision of a 
Canadian (nistomH officer, but there was 
actually no delay au'l practically no ex- 
pense. No one over dreamed of any such 
nonsense as requiring the shippers to pay 
the wages of a man to watch the stuff 
while it was in transit across Canadian 
territory. At 200 miles from the sea all 
merchandiao intended for tlio portion of 
tho atato of Jlaino lying along tho 
river, and everything sent into tho 
wooda at tho head of the river had to l)o 
taken out of the steamers and towboata 
and be carried around the Grand falls. 
This place is in Canada, but there was not 
the slightest obstaclo put in the way of 
transshipping the gouda, which went on 
up tho river with (Janadiau territory on 
one shore for 75 miles, without anyone 
dreaming that a customs escort was 
necessary. Nor did it ever enter the 
minds of the United States cuBtoms auth- 
ority that i)> was necessary to have ofli- 
oers watch the boats that carried Can-, 
adian merchandise along this part of 
the river 



supplies into New Brunswick and used 
them without giving bonds or paying 
duties. In short, they had what the 
treaty waa'.supposed to secare them, 
the free navigation of the river, that ia 
they used it exactly the same as 
Canadians did, and no oiio raised 
tlie least objection. We fancy tluit 
this will be tho spirit in which tlie 
treasury autliorities at Washington will 
interpret the treaty when it comes to 
dealing with tlie navigation of the 
Yukon and the Stickeen. 

It may be as well in this connection aa 
in any other to refer to an editorial in 
the Poot-Intelligencer of Thursday. 
That pa))er is alarmed at the point made 
by the Colo.vi.st about the permanent 
trade of tho Yukon, that ia of the Can- 
adian Yukon, being in Canadian 
hands, no matter who may do 
tho outfitting. It says that 
this cannot be done unless the 
Secretary of War grants Canadians tbo 
privilege of erecting trading posts on St. 
Michael's, and this it doea not believe ho 
will do unices tlie Canadian government 
grants aome coucesBion to United States 
merchants, which it thinks " aa likely 
aa not will be in tho tariff." hlaa not 
our contemporary taken leave of its 
aenses entirely? Was it ever heard that 
one government ever requested of an 
other that it would open a part of ita 
territories to foreign gooda upon diller- 
ent terms to those exacted in other jior 
tions? We have seen some extraordin 
ary diplomatic correapondence emanate 
from Washington, but never any quite 
so nonsensical aa such a letter as this 
would be. It is true, we are asked to 
imagine the Washington government as 
saying, that Canadians and all other 
British subjecte are entitled to the free 
navigation of tlie Yukon, but wo refuse 
to let them enjoy it, unleas Canada agrees 
to let Seattle merchants sell goods in its 
Northwest Territories without paying 
duties. We do not believe that the Uni- 
ted States politician bag yet been born 
who would bo willing to muke such a 
l)henomenal aaa of himaolf. But tliie is 
not tho silliest part of our contempor- 
ary's contention. Suppose the Secretary 
of War doea in point of fact refuse to 
let any but United States citizens es- 
tablish warehouses on St. Michael^, 
can our contemporary suppose for a . 
instant that he would forbid sueli |>' r- 
sons, aa had warehousea there, to aion- 
Canadian goods? Is it so absurd aa tu 
auppoae that United States merchants 
will not buy Canadian goods to send to 
trading posts on the Upper Yukon, even 
if it were possible to induce the Secretary 
of War to become a party to a trick of 
Seattle merchants to increase their trade? 
The enggeation of tho Seattle paper 
ia grotesciuein ita absurdity. It is pain- 
ful to see a newspaper of any pretensions 
to information make such an exhibition 
of itself. But our contemporary says 
that there ia no reason to expect that 
" American supply concerns " will be 
driven out of Dawson. Noone ever sug- 
gested that they should be. The people 
of Victoria liave no desire to see them 
driven out of Dawson. The concerns re- 
ferred to bought thousands of dollars 
worth of goods in Victoria this year and 
will buy thousands of dollars worth next 
year. These companies have diB[)roved 
the whole contention of the Post-Intelli- 
gencer, for they have bought the Imlk of 
their goods destined for Dawson City in 
Victoria or elsewhere in Canada, and 
they expect to pay duty on what they 
did not buy in Canada. The Post-Intel- 
ligencer is simply making daily exhibi- 
tions of phenomenal ignorance in its 
reference to this ij uestion. If the effect 
of its hlunders was likely to be confined 
to itself, we do not know that anyone 
would care very much, but thousands of 
people are going to be misled by juet 
Buch statements as that to which we are 
now referring. It sends broadcast tlio 
statement that the only concerns that are 
making for Dawson City with goods are 
from the United States. This ia true aa 
a general proposition. The natural tend- 
ency of hiich a statement ia to convey 
the impreaaiou that these " American 
concerns "are taking in United States 
goods free of duty. Now, as we have 
aaid, tho fact is that they are taking in 
both Canadian goods and American 
goodo and they know that i hoy must pay 
the duty on the latter. If tho I'oat-In- 
teiligencor had told this, it would have 
destroyed the efi'oct of its whole article, 
which waae>:j>rea8ly or ignorantly so writ- 
ten as to create an impreaeion 
thai because large trading concerns 
from tho United States are Bond- 
ing goods to Dawfion City, they 
are necesaatily sending goods from 
the Uniteil Statea only, Coi.o.nmht read- 
ers may recall thaf, thia pajier laat sum- 
mer, when the companies referred to 
were making large purchases in Victoria, 
pointed out how their action comidotely 
answered the contention of tho Seattle 
j)apers as to that city being the beat 
place to buy goods for the Yukon. 



WASTED ENERGY, 

The Inland Sentinel is agitating stead- 
ily for such action by the government aa 
will lead to the opening of a road from 
Kaniloo'jB to Toalin Lake. We are 
afraid that this is a case of_ wasted en- 
ergy. Our contemporary wants what is 
at presentiout of the qaesfcion. What it 
aMca for could not be done for much less 
timii a million dollarp, and when it was 
done it could not compete aa a route to 
the Yukon against the routea from the 
Coast. There is no use in people de- 
ceiving themselves about a matterof this 
kind. No one will carry goods in a wag- 
on 800 miles when they can be carried 
for all but a little over a hundred miles 
towards the same point in a steamer. If 
the Sentinel will content itself with ask- 
ing for tho extension ol highwaya nortli- 
ward, ao aa lo davelope the valuable 
country directly tributary to Kamloops 
it will have the support of every one; 
bnt it is asking what it cannot expect any 
government to undertake. We do not 
lilce to oppose any plan that aims at the 
opening of any part of the province, but 
there ia no escaping the facts of geo- 
graphy. The government is not respon- 
sible for them either. Will the Sentinel 
suggest tliat it could induce the Domin- 
ion government to spend any money on 
such a wagon road? We are sure that it 
will not, for we are satisfied that the 
view taken by Hon. Mr. Siftou was that 
it was ufiolesa to talk at present of an all 
land route from the Canadian Facitic to 
tho Yukon. By and bye there will be a 
railway through the district referred to, 
but until that is built traffic will go 
around by water. Much of it will go by 
water no matter if a railway is built. 



TifK Boasland Eecord thinks that the

Wo are all agreed on its being a 
hardahip that when a man borrowa 
money on mortgage tho lender makea 
him pay the personal property tax on 
the money secured by the mortgage, 
Not a man can be found in the province 
who disputes this proposition, except 
the man who lends the money. Tlie 
po ut to be got at is how to remove thia 
li .rdship from the mortgagors. We have 
baidover iiiid over again that wo are pre- 
pared lu fcupjiort any feaaible plan, and 
have ai-kod our contemporary to suggest 
one. It has none to Buggest. What, 
then, is the use of talking about it? No 
good can possibly result. We tell the 
Columbian in as plain worda as wo can 
use that we are as much opposed to tho 
thing as it ia, but we nho add that, ae 
we look upon the questiou, it is not a 
theoretical but a practical one, and we 
are unable to see how the law can be 
aatisfactoriiy amended. We can auggest 
amendmenta, but none that is not open 
to objection. Why does not our contem- 
porary try to deal with the question 
practicallv, if it can? 



SoMG time ago a atatement appeared 
in the Post-Intelligencer purporting to 
come from George Duncan, city passen 

ger agent of the C.P.K. at (}uebec, to 
the el'ect that minera could purchase 
goods aa ciieaply in Seattle aa elsewhere, 
and tliat on eome articles Seattle iner- 
chanta can undersell those of Victoria 
and Vancouver with the duty added. A 
statement like this from a Canadian 
Pacific employee seemed very remark- 
able, and i"\Ir. I'\ fOlworthy, Secretary of 
the Board of Trade, took occasion to 
make incpiiries of Sir William Van 
Homo about it. Sir William replied by 
telegram that the matter had been fully 
investigated and he was BatisSed that 
Mr. Duncan made no such statement as 
the Seattle reporter attributed to him.

PBNBTEATING THE PASS. 

The Humbert Yutcon Expedition Announce 
a New and Easier Route Into tbe 
Yukon Country. 

Details from the Pierre Humbert Yu- 
kon expedition, which sailed from Seattle 
on October 15, have been received, says 
the San Francisco Examiner. The re- 
connoiterlng party, headed by Colonel 
W. C. Alborger, of San Francisco, with 
twenty aeaistants and a large store of 
supplies, arrived at Pyramid harbor, 
Cliilcat inlet, on October 22, and disem- 
barked. Preliminary examinations of 
the region were at once undertaken and 
three separate locations for a railroad 
terminal were surveyed , and a practical 
site, immediately contiguous to deep 
water navigatioDi was chosen. All the 
equipage was anbseqaently removed to 
Gamp Humbert No. 2, six miles further 
up Chilkat river, which was selected as 
a permanent headquarters for the sur- 
veying party. 

The camp is on the shore of a flowinp 
stream, and is sheltered by blufl's and 
huge trees from prevailing storms. An- 
other camp has been located ten 
miles further up Chilkat river. A 
great deal of surveying work has 
already been accomplished on both 
aides of the river. The exploration 
has been complete so far, and the devel- 
opments are great. Parties of the ex- 
plorers are conatantly kept in advance, 
traveling over regions never visited by 
explorers before. It is stated that the 
prime object of the party, which was to 
find a reputed naas over the range that 
was from 2,000 to 2,500 feet lower than 
either Obilkat or Obileoot passes, haa 
been accompliehed. The whole party is 
jubilant over the fact that a new route 
haa been located and surveyed which 
aflbrds direct entrance into the Yukon 
valley much lower and far easier to sur- 
mount than any pass now known. 
Complete details of the discovery will be 
forwarded. 

The health of all the San Francisco 
men is excellent. The work is reporleil 
as being very laborious and fatiguing. 
The country is rough and the difEculties 
of cutting new paths are very great, but 
the resulla achieved fully justify the ex- 
pectations of the surveyors. There is 
plenty of food and eciuipment. The 
weather at Chilkat up to the date of the 
letter, October 30. has been very moder- 
ate. In one nigot only had the ther- 
mometer reached freezing point. During 
the day 40 degrees to 50 degrees above 
zero is experienced. There was rain in 
moderate (juantities and one small anow 
storm. The weather inland ie reported 
as much more agreeable than at the 
coast. 

Klukwan, an Indian village at the 
head of Chilkat inlet, will be mmle a 
camp later on, from wliich deint^hed par- 
ties will In; sent. The Indians are very 
friendly, and willing to communicate 
whatever information they pos.sces. The 
aborigines have been of great help to the 
party in other ways. The reconnaissance 
has been so far bo surprisingly rapid that 
Colonel Alberger has determined to pueh 
on west before the extreme cold weather 
of the interior sets in, and is making 
preparations for an early departure for 
Fort Selkirk. The route chosen doea not 
follow the Dalton trail literally, as a 
much shorter and more direct way haa 
been suggested. All)ergBr has hired a 
convoy of liuliiiiiH and will he earned to 
the Yukon by relays of dogeleighs, which 
will enable him to reach Fort Selkirk on 
or about December 1. The intimation is 
convoyed that a perfectly feasible and 
easy route for a railroad into the valley 
of the Yukon has been discovered. 



CHOOSlXit A BISHOP, 

The Announcement of .i Successor to Late 
Right Rev. Lemmens is Daily Expected 
From Rome— Possible Candidates. 

Considerable Bi)eculation is Ijoing in- 
dulged in both by the members of the 
congregation of St. Andrew's cathedral 
as well as the public generally as to who 
will be successor to the late Bishop 
Lemmena.

The invuiry into the origin of the Ore 
at the Shorritt houBu on J*'ort street waH 
continued yesterday afternoon and 
laated until 10:30 iu the evening, when 
an adjourn lueut waa taken till this atter- 
noon at 3 o'clock. 

Mra. Sherriii, who had given her evi- 
dence at the last sitting, waa recalled 
and stated that the dining room stove 
waa alight on the night of tho firs, and 
the door leading to the bedrooua waa 
open. 

i'tien came the evidence of the daugh- 
ter, Mies Lulu Sherritt. She told a sim- 
ilar story to that of her mother, about 
bring awakened by Mre. Sberritt and 
going out to give an alarm. She corrob- 
orated her mother about the cheat being 
moved to the abed eonie days before the 
lire. There waa no sign of fire before 
she went to bed that night. 

Chief Deaay waa on the witneaa stand 
for a long time and underwent a pretty 
thorough croefl-examintttioa by ^Ir. 
Tliorntou Fell, who uctetl on behalf of 
Mrs. Slierrilt. Chief Deasy said that 
wlien he reached the houao after the 
alarm he found a fire in the cellar, and 
attemptiuE to open the cellar door 
found an obstruction behind it which 
only allowed the door to open about six 
inciiea. The dining room was full of 
Bmoke, and on the floor he came across a 
lamp and a little further in aaw a small 
lire on the floor. In the kitchen he saw 
a fire on a lounge, and the kitchen fire 
was alight. He next tried to open the 
door from the passage to a bedroom, and 
as he could not kick the door in had to 
break it down with an axe. The door 
waa obstructed by a large wardrobe. Ho 
pushed it away and then saw several 
fires, one on a bureau and two inn ward- 
robe, lie found eoitl oil on the lounge 
in the dinint; room and there waa paper 
anionc the wood in the cellar. Mra. Sher- 
ritt that night had told him ehe did not 
know what ofiices carried the insurance 
on the place. She also said I hat the 
laiup found on the dining-room floor had 
been droppiKl by hernnd that it had had 
a chimney on it. To this ho had replied 
1 hat il was fitrange then that the cliiin- 
neyhad been found on the table in the 
kitchen. 

.Sergeant Hawton corroborated thn 
evidence of Chief Deasy in refer, ace to 
the conversation about the lamp and the 
insurance. Mrs. Sherritt had been ex- 
cited at tiret, but waa eool enough when 
the Chief (juestioned her. 
" Mrs. Stierritt's young son I'crcival 
corroborated his niother'ti evidence given 
the lirst day aa to his hnviiig only ten 
cents' wortli of cual oil Uir iier ou the 
day of the fire. 

Hoseniun North saw fires in four dif- 
ferent rooms, and elated that there waa 
no connection between llieKu (ires. I^^ext 
day Mre. .Sherritt had said that she had 
been e.xcited after the lire, and did not 
reiiiuMibcr what she bad said. She told 
him that she dropped a match iu tho 
cellar and another on the lounee in the 
kitchen, and supposed that the Rree
